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The story of a pre civil war pioneer couple that settled in 1859 in 
what is now considered the Bandera Texas area, just north of the 
Medina River and its Mud Creek tributary, about ten miles south 
of Ft. Verde, across Bandera Pass. 

Killed by Comanches, the husband was sacrificed on a nearby 
ancient ritual site, and the searching spirit of his bereaved wife 
may be felt, a fading time echo. Their deaths, woven into the 
earth's fibers, reveal the hopes and failures of mankind's 
endeavors, from a Draco Constellation Earth Altar force-field site 
to the South Texas oil fields.

With much unsaid in dark charged silence, a fair-skinned 
German man and his blonde wife left South Carolina's 
escalating political environment and headed west by Prairie 
Schooner in 1858. His wife's Union family helped to pay the 
set-up expenses for joining a wagon train, with the hope that 
the couple’s farm sale would be enough for supplies along the 
way. 



Oppressed by South Carolina’s increasing dissention 
toward federal controls, tariffs, and abolitionist agenda, 
assistance to leave the area presented an opportunity for the 
man and his wife to start anew without being dragged into 
growing conflicts over the possibility of seceding from the 
United States. 


In search of a hopeful future, the couple left 
life long friends and dear family to tend the graves 
of their baby that had died of influenza and an 
eleven year old son who had died of the Blue 
Death plague (Cholera). They took little clothing, 
wool blankets, cook items, and tools, with their 
faith in God and joined two other German 
immigrant families heading west of San Antonio, 
Texas toward hill country, close enough to Ft. 
Verde for reinforcement against Comanche 
raiders. 1 
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The man and his wife chose to settle in a bountiful Oak and Cedar 
Grove area near today’s Mud Creek, a tributary of the Medina River. 2 
Another wagon train family settled nearby them, about half way to 
Bandera Pass, 3 where Colonial Spanish missionaries had crossed in 
the 1500’s from what is now Mexico to San Antonio, and where 
Texas Ranger Militia began to turn the Texas Plains Indians War to 
their favor in 1841, overpowering a Comanche war party with Colt 
five-shot revolvers. 

They died just before they’d have had to contend 
with the Confederate's takeover of Ft. Verde in 1861, 
in the U.S. Civil War’s encroachment into New 
Mexico and Arizona territories on the route from San 
Antonio to El Paso, or with the Confederacy's 1862 
Conscription.

Nor did the couple have to face the threat 
of vigilante justice that many suspected 
Union sympathizers and German Immigrants 
were accused and killed for during the Civil 
War, 4 such as occurred in Bandera and 
Comfort, Texas in 1863. 

Neither were these settlers tempted to head further west with the 
flood of Pioneers seeking a hundred-sixty acres from federal land 
grants after the Homesteaders Act in 1862, nor did they follow tales 
of gold and silver. 

They also missed all that came with Bandera's boomtown provision 
to the estimated 30,000 cowboys that drove ten million longhorns 
with one million horses on the Great Western Cattle Trail from 
Northern Mexico to Canada from 1874 to 1894. 

Yet they, no doubt, had days of grace that they gave God thanks for 
while they lived. 
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The pioneer couple built a first season cabin with an interior root- 
cellar, and threw up a perimeter fence not far from the house, with 
plans for cutting lumber and building a corral. 

The bounty of game, edible and medicinal plants, with good water 
and the nearby U.S. Army Camel Corps at Ft. Verde 5 gave their 
homestead a promise, but the area's historical and ongoing use by 
peoples of different lifestyles, values and gods cast an unpierced veil 
enveloping the future that this pioneer couple labored to enter into. 

(fjP^ As none of us know what the day ahead holds, one sunny 
afternoon with a nip in the air, wearing a striped, button-down shirt, 
heavy brown corduroy pants, pressed-felt hat and leather boots, the 
man rode out to pick green apples for his wife to bake a pie. 

Most likely planted by a missionary following Johnny Appleseed 
Chapman's planting of apples, and seeds of salvation in the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ, 6 the settler rode a distance downriver to gather fruit on a 
few dying trees. Since arriving, his Texas Hill Country neighbors near 
the apple trees on the creek bank had been killed by Comanches, 
leaving their homestead to the needs of the living. 

Though he noticed the removal of house boards when he got to the 
abandoned place that day, he didn’t get to draw his gun before he was 
jumped by two Comanches on horseback. With his face down in the 
dirt, his skull had been crushed by a large rock, wrapped and dried in 
leather sewn with sinew onto the end of a stick war-club. 

His brain was then scooped out and wrapped in leaves to place for 
a hunter’s sacrifice on a hewn stone altar site, near enough for the 
Comanches to ride to later the same day. The white-man’s body was 
dressed-out and eaten, with special ceremonies. 
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When her husband didn’t return the man’s wife, in a muslin 
dress loosed without apron and her head uncovered, walked 
barefoot to a cedar corner post with homemade jig-twisted barb¬ 
wire curling loose.

While teary eyes searched for her unreturning husband, her hard 
worked hands that longed to help him gripped the fence post that 
they had put in together. In darkness she slid down the post to 
stretch out full length at the post’s base. Though her hands never 
let go, her naked spirit walked through the still night in search of 
her beloved. 


What she found though, 
was not her husband, but 
what appeared to her to be 
a huge red lizard monster 7 
made of hewn rock blocks, 
with a mouth that was 
large enough for her to 
have walked into. Some 
would’ve thought it was 
the face of a monkey.

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Watching in the spirit she saw her husband’s brain placed upon 
the lizard’s rock altar, followed by a hand-stitched leather flat-soled 
shoe grinding the dried dirt spot into the rock before the last of it 
blew away. 

Then, in her vision, the lizard's head became a giant birds with 
a hooked beak and long head feathers laid back against its neck like 
the Crested Caracara. She felt it fly like a shot toward and then past 
her. 

Until she died, the two Comanches that had killed her husband 
watched her from afar as she walked the fields and groves near the 
corner fence post her husband had ridden by when he’d gone to 
gather apples. 

Unable to go back to her home, wait, or go on without him, she 
wandered, then slept in tall grass under oak and cedar sun until just 
her spirited drifted in and out, in search of what was gone. 1861.

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It is my studied experience and opinion that geopathic earth energies 
are fluid, but fixed within a relationship that is proportionate to the 
relating influences, much like the Earth's magnetic pole alignment with 
the current North Star.
